by his head. The hon. monibei- l oiilii 
not, surely, have mcasnrod his words.

Did .such truck astliis ever before fall on 
the ears of the commons.' '"F do not 
wish to die without" being "the citizen 
of a nation I" Why I Does the hon 
orable gentleman imagine that his 
bliss would be greater if ho should "die 
a citizen of a nation" than if he were 
to slip oil' the liooK's while he is a 
biiiiple (very simple!) "tadpole British 
colonist I" Most men are content to try 
and improve their political and .social 
pnaitiona while in the llcsh; but here is u 
yontlenian who wants, regardles.s of the 
intorests of those who will liave to live in 
the coimtry after liim, to chanj,'e tlio con- 
stitution of the country in order that lie 
may not be mistaken for a tadpole wlion 
he knock.s at St. Peter's gate. Without 
such a ch.'xngo Mr. DkCos.mos plainly 
tiills the House he cannot sliufHo olf lii.s 
mortal coil in peace. While he lives he 
i.s content to rub along as a "tadpole "; 
hut when lie dies lio wishes to enter para- 
dise as a fully developed batrachinii. Wo 
cannot imagine a more unfortunate po.si- 
tion than that which the Dominion would 
occupy if, yielding to Mr. DeCos.mos' de- 
sire to dio in comfort, the Federal gov- 
ernment wore to cast off tlicir allegiance 
to John Bull and scl up businea.s on 
theirown account. Under existing relations 
Canaila lo.iiia upon (ireat Britain for de- 
fence. Were she to require a fleet or an 
army to defend her they wonld he forth- 
coming. When she needs a loan Eu;,dand 
stands prepared with a guarantee to as- 
sist in placing the lo,-iu at a rediciiiously 
low rate of interest. W]ierever a Can- 
.idiangocs ho is now a British subject- 
entitled to all the rights, privileges and 
immunities of a British subject as if he 
had been born in the British isles. For 
those advantages Canada pays no tribute 
to Great Britain. She contributes not a 
dollar to the Imperial revenue; in fact, 
imposes customs duties upon British mcr- 
cliandino imported into Canada. The ad- 
vantage of British connection is entirely 
with the Dominion. If she wore to declare 
hor indopendonco the first thing she wonUi 
liuve to provide, would bo an army and a 
navy. She would be at first the sport and 
plaything and next the victim of any 
great power whom bxpedioncy orintcrest 
or a thirst of conquest might incite to 
overrun her borders. Canada's safety 
lien in the protecting arm f/f flreat Brit- 
ain and with that great nation at her 
back she will continue te stride on to po- 
pulation, wealth, influence and empire. 
.Shorn of that protectorate hmv long would 
she bo able to maintain her indopendenco ?

fast and other Irish ports. Equally in- 
correct i.s it that Irish prrnlnce pays duty 
on entmin^ l"'ngl;in(l, a.i un .such impost 
exists, and never diii, i-xcept nn artiL-los 
subject 10 le.w duty in Ireland than were 
charged in I'higland; fur the |v>orer island 
has been favored with liabter taxation, 
and also with bonuses un fisheries and 
manufactures not given to hor richer sis- 
ter. 'I'wo hundred years ago the export 
of unmanufactured wokA to ntlier coun- 
tries than I'higland was proliiliiled, in or- 
der to prevent the hitter's rivals in trade 
and enemies in war -from gaining the ad- 
vantage of her. This incident, with 
ocliers ei|ually as well forgotten, were dug 
from oblivion and exhibited in all kinds 
of verse and prose by Mr. (now Sir 
Charles) ( laven Dufl'y, then editor of llie 
Xiiti(tii, now a loyal knight and royal |ion- 
si(pniu', to who.su incendiarism can bo 
uacril every cbullitiiJii on Iri.sh atl'aiis 
down to .hipillo's letter. 

The rapid loading and passages of the 
Amerit-Aii [U'ovision ship.s took the cus- 
tom.! iillleei's by surprise; and as there was 
thru n<i calile to England any more than 
to .^un-rica, there was delay in getting 
tho necessary order in council to remit 
dutie.i.

Tho Sisters were of 
l)utc!i origin, and the father of .Sarah 
was ail Englishman residing at Ifavre. 
Her mother was very anxious to got her 
admitted as a piipil"of the ( 'm's, , r<i/i,iiv. 
tleman who was all powerful, and Sa- 
A friend of the motiier took her toagon- 
rah — then a sharp, clever child — recit 
ed to him and to hi.s wife; the latter 
was interested in her, and thus lior ad- 
mission was secured. .Mr. Damahi, 
tho bridegroom, is ;iged tliirtv-one. 
He is the youngest of three brothers, 
the sons of a respectable t.'bina merch- 
ant, who was for many years establish 
ed in Marseilles, where he died, leav- 
ing a considerable sum of money bet 
ween his sons.

Among tho infantry 
there were only tlirco or four negatives. 
When the artillery and engineers bad vot- 
ed, tho "Noes" were a little more numer- 
ous. Then came tho disciplinary batt.ili- 
oiis, and without a single exception they 
said "No." I was fairly beaten; and de- 
spite my intention, I was obliged to take 
the other siilc. I could not follow in the 
footsteps of tho battalion." "Thanks," 
said the Emperor, one conlulonce deservcH 
another. In December, 18-18, when I 
took tho oath, I fully intended to keep it 
inviolate; but almost immediately the 
men who surrounded mo tried to persu- 
.adc mo that Republlcanlam was absurd, 
irreconcilable with order and liberty, and 
incompatible with the teiiiperanienl of the 
French people.
